MEMORANDA. 
JUNE QUARTER, 1924. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 31st March, 1924, was—males, 1,131,270 ; females, 
1,088,737; total, 2,220,007. The increase since 31st March, 1923, was 
8,901, and since the census in April, 1921, 118,039. 


Vital Statisties—June Quarter, 1924.—New Sowh Wales.—The births: 
registered in June quarter numbered 12,886, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23:22 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,073, which is 
equivalent to 9°14 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,774 martiages registered was 8°60. Compared with 
the average of the June quarter of the preceding five years the 
death rate was 15 per cent. lower, the birth-rate 6 per cent. lower, and 
the marriage-rate was 7 per cent. higher. 

Sydney and Suburbs—-The births registered in June quarter 
numbered 5,267, equivalent to a rate of 21-47 per 1,000 of population pex 
annum ; of the total, 2,652 were males and 2,615 females. The rate is 7 per 
cent. below the average of June quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in June quarter numbered 2,264, namely, 1,209 males 
and 1,055 females. The mortality rate of 9°23 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 22 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the June 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 549 per 1,000 
births, and is 14 per cent. below the average for the June quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Trade of New South Wales.—-Jmports— The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the June quarter, 1924, were valued at 
£14,319,616, and show an increase in value of £615,352 or 4:5 per: 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by £604,675, and gold increased by £10,677. 
The total oversea imports ior the year ended 30th June, 1924, were 
£58, 225,404, an increase of £3,215,321 in comparison with the previous- 
financial year. 

Exports.—-The Oversea Exports from New Scuth Wales during the 
June quarter, 1924, amounted to £7,596,648 being an increase in 
value of £502,289, or 4°3 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold 
(bullion and specie), the exports of merchandise increased by £205,142° 
and the gold exports increased by £97,147. For the year ended 30th 
June, 1924, the total oversea exports were £45,135,665, being an increase 
of £553,743 compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 


Imports at Sydney.—_Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales,. 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in June quarter,. 
1924, were valued at £18,986,546. The following is a summary of the. 
imports and transhipments :—-

During the financial year ended 30th June, 1924, the Oversea Tmports at 
the port of Sydney were valued at £56,6€0,490, and the Interstate Im— 
ports by sea at Sydney were £22,880.555, and the State seaward Imports 
£11,297,935, the total value of all imports at Sydney, excluding tranship- 
ments, being £90,838,980. For the same period the tonnages of the goods 
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imported were as iollows :—Oversea, 1,455,720; Interstate, 697,728; 
State, 1,942,288; Tofal, 4,095,736; and the transhipments—Oversea, 
160,661; Interstate, 153,834; State, 45,922; Total, 360,417. : 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts,—The preliminary state- 


ments of the Public Accounts show that the revenue for the 
June quarter, 1924, was £11,845,553, being an increase of £31,453, 
as compared with June quarter, 1925, 

- Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th June, 
1924, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: Income 
Tax, £34,143; Motor Vehicle Tax, £14,796; Railways, £12,843 ; 
Tramways, £15,051; Forestry—Sales, &e., £10,895. 

The principal decreases of revenue were: Returns (per capita) to the 
State by the Commonwealth Government, £19,058; Stamp Duties, 
£187,408 ; Metropolitan Board of Water Supply and Sewerage— Rates, 
£17,293, 

The expenditure during June quarter, 1924, was £9,082,848, an 
increase of £541,326, as compared with June quarter of previous 
year. 

There were increases of expenditure during the June quarter, 1924, 
over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of —Governmental, 
£361,023 ; Business Undertakings, £342,125 ; and Interest, £224,608. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 


during the years ended 30th June, 1923 and 1924, and the quarters

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for June quarter, 1924, in com- 
parison with the previous quarter, show a decrease in deposits, including 
Commonwealth Savings Bank Deposits cf £572,253, and were 
£4,349,600 less than in June quarter, 1923. 

Advances in June quarter, 1924, were £2,711,245 less than in 
March quarter, 1924, and £180,316 less than in June quarter, 1923. 

The statement below affords a comparison >f the current position with 
that of three menths ago and twelve months ago. The transactions of

Gold Production.—The gold yield during June quarter, 1924, was 
3,652 oz. fine, valued at £15,517, and showed an increase of 386 oz. 
fine, and £1,647 in value, compared with June quarter, 1923. 


Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 20th June, 1924, there were 
320 applications for 195,893 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned. 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act; and 190,694 acres, representing 28] 
blocks, were set apart for original holdings, which include areas 
for returned soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1924, 
the number of applications was 1,353, and the area applied for 
1,213,731 acres. The iands set apart for original holdings in the 
year were 1,199,013 acres, representing 1,428 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that in 
June, 1924, the prices of meat were 48} per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 514 per cent. higher; 
and the prices for the two combined were 50} per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed a decrease of 24 per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (May). Prices of meat were 
= per cent. lower than in May, and food and groceries were 3 per 
cent. cheaper. Onions, rice, and kerosene were dearer; eggs and 
potatoes were much cheaper, while the prices of milk, butter, cheese, 
bacon and sugar were lower also. 

Compared with the corresponding month (June) of 1923, meat 
was % per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 10} per cent. 
cheaper ; and the two combined were 8 per cent. cheaper. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Priees.—During the June quarter, 1924, the general level of 
wholesale prices decreased by 1 per cent., and is now 31 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 

During the quarter there was an increase of 5 per cent. in the index 
number of textiles, etc., while meat decreased by 12 per cent. All 
other groups remained practically unaltered. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 51 
commodities remained unchanged during the June quarter, 25 
increased, and 24 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.— Wetropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the six months ended 30th June, 1924, numbered 
5,179 as compared with 5,611 during the half-yearended 30th June, 
1923. 

The suburbs in which the greatest activity was evident were :— 
Randwick (with 638 new buildings), Canterbury (with 637), Willoughby 
(with 491), and Waverley (with 351). 


Country Municipalities—Table No. 46 shows that. during the 
six months ended 30th June, 1924, permission was granted in country 
Municipalities to erect 2,985 new buildings, of the value of £1,993,325 
as compared with 2,943, of a value of £1,789,454, during the six 
months ended 30th June, 1923. 


Meteorology.—Early in April unsettled weather, with rain, was experienced 
over the State. In some coastal parts there were heavy falls, with 
strong southerly winds or gales on the seaboard, but inland the weather 
was mostly fine. Temperatures of over 90 degrees occurred at several 
inland places, but at the close of the month temperatures below freezing 
point were registered on the tablelands. During May, at every station 
except four the rain was below the average, and the last week of this 
month was practically rainless. Frosts were experienced on many 
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occasions, and snow fell on parts of the Blue Mountains and Table- 
lands. Karly in June very little rain was recorded, but later there 
were heavy falls on the North Coast, the falls elsewhere along the coast 
being light to heavy, and extending through the north-east inland areas 
and parts of the central plains. Central and southern areas benefited 
by rain on 15th June, and later the southern highlands and eastern 
Riverina. On a number of occasions snow fell on the central tablelands 
and on the extreme southern tablelands. 


Labour Conditions in June Quarter, 1924.—The fellowing particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of June there were about 5,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 4,500 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included fitters 
and turners, engine drivers and firemen, iron-workers, motor-body 
builders, wool and basil workers, textile workers, tailors, carters, wharf 
labourers, and theatricalemployees There was a scarcity of plasterers, 
bricklayers, tilers, and tile-layers in the building trades, and of women 
for domestic work. 

During the June quarter, 7,417 men and 1,185 women 
gees at the State Labour Exchanges for employment, 5,047 men 
and 2,149 women were sought by employers through the agency of 
the E xchanges, and 4,656 men and 1,537 women were placed in 
positions. In the previous quarter 10,036 persons applied for 
employment, 9,088 positions were made av ailable, and 7,366 persons 
were placed in positions. 


Dislocations.—During the June quarter 34,505 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 112,894 working days. In the previous quarter 
13,872 employees were involved, with the loss of 188,791 days. 


Changes in Wages.—There were practically no changes in wages 
during the June quarter, 1924.

NEW. SOUTH WALES 


No. 49.—New South Wales Wheat Harvest, 1923-24. 


; The results were compiled from returns which were made after the crops had been harvested, 
and depend upon statements turnished by each of 17,800 wheat-growers in the State, 


The area harvested for grain was 2,914,070 acres, including 106,642 acres which failed entirely. 


The area cut for hay was 6£4,140 acres, including 11,044 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 301,230 acres, making a total of 3,909,440 acres sown with wheat. 


The grain harvested amounted to 11,013,377 bags, equivalent to 33,040,C00 bushels, or 113 
bushels per acre. 


The production of hay was 700,060 tons, cr J ton per acre. 
I y ) i 


In January, from an estimate based on returns supplied by the individual growers, it was 
anticipated that the yield of grain would be 11,108,865 bags, equivalent to 38,327,000 bushels, or 
11°9 bushels per acre. ‘his yield was not realised; as the actual returns fell short of the estimate by 
287,0C0 bushels, or by rather less than 1 per cent. 


The decrease in the actual yield, compared with the estimate of four months ago, has been due 
largely to the unfavourable season experienced in the North and Central Western Slopes and in the 
Central Plains and Riverira, where the total decrease in the yield,.compared with the January estimate, 
amounted to 604,E00 bushels. 


In the Northern and Central Tablelands and South Western Slopes, where the geason was more 
favourable, there was an increase on the January estimate of 343,000 bushels of grain harvested. 

Of the total area harvested, 80,984 acres were sown On new land, 1,324,086 acres on fallowed 
land, and the balance, 1,402,372 acres, on stubble, the respective productions of grain per acre being 10°4 
bushels; 14°i bushels; and 9°6 bushels.

Reports show that in the Autumn drought conditions prevailed in the northern portion of the 
State, which necessitated hand-feeding. The lowest proportion of markings during the year was in 
the North Central Plains, and the proportion in the Northern Tableland and the North Western Slopes 
was much below the Autumn average for the State. In these districts, however, conditions greatly 
improved for the Winter lambing. 

The early Winter rainfall was distributed sufficiently to ensure a plentiful supply of water and 
of green grass and herbage, which are so essential to good lambing, consequently the sheep were in 
excellent condition, and the Winter season was very favourable, notably in the South Western Slopes 
and the Riverina. 

Losses caused by crows, hawks, foxes and wild dogs were not so heavy as usual, and the blow- 
tly pest was not so much in evidence. 

At the close of 1923 there were about 18,564,000 ewes in the State, and of these 11,502,000, 
or 62 per cent., were mated for the Autumn and Winter lambing. Approximately 4,630,000 ewes were 
timed to lamb in the Autumn, and 2,955,000, or 64 per cent. of lambs, were expected to be marked. For 
the Winter lambing, 6,872,000 ewes were mated, and the lambs marked are estimated at 4,471,000, or 
65 per cent. The proportion, 65 per cent., of the probable markings of the combined Autumn and 
Winter lambing is the best recorded in any season since 191].
